circuit judge of the twenty-ninth 
judicial circuit, composed 
of the 
counties of Henry, Bates, St. Clair 
and Benton. 
Lay was nominated 
by the democrats, and on the fiice 
of the returns had a majority of 
905. 
Atkison 
was not 
regularly 
nominated 
by 
any 
party, 
but 
by petitions of electors from the re­ 
publican 
and 
people’s 
parties. 
The county clerk of Henry county 
refused to put Atkison’s name in the 
group of republican nominees, but 
placed it under the heading of the 
official ticket ^‘nominated by elect­ 
ors.’’ 
Atkison held up the claim 
that this action on the jiart of the 
county clerk invalidated the elec­ 
tion in Henry county, 
and as the 
other counties gave him a majority 
he was entitled to the office. 
The 
circuit court decided in favor of 
Lay and the supreme court affirmed 
this dicision. 
Speaking 
for the 
court. Judge 
Brace says that candidates nomi­ 
nated by electors are not the nomi­ 
nees of political parties, but of in­ 
dividual electors nominating them, 
and only as such are entitled to go 
upon the ballots. 
Llcctors, 
may, 
however, designate in their petition 
by name the j) arty principles which 
the nominee 
shall 
represent, 
but 
they cannot make such nominee the 
nominee of the political party whose 
name they may select. Judge Brace 
then goes on to discuss the case in 
controversy, and he holds that the 
recinirements of the situation would 
have been met if Atkison’s name 
had appeared on the ticket under 
two 
separate 
headings, 
to-wit: 
‘ ‘Electors’ 
( republican) 
T ick e t;” 
“ IHectors’ ( people’s) T ic k e t .” 
As 
he was not nominated by the repub­ 
lican party the clerk was not au­ 
thorized to print his name in the 
republican group of nominees. 
His 
name was on 
the 
ticket 
in 
two 
A , though not in 
the manner 
required; but of this he does not 
complain, for the obvious reason 
that he would have more to lose 
than gain by correction. 
T h e effect of this decision will be 
to ¡irevent parties from playing the 
’possum ] ) olicy and expecting then 
by a petition of electors of minority 
parties to slip in some candidate as 
a regular ] ) arty nominee of one or 
more parties. 
Such candidates in 
the future must come under sep­ 
arate headings on 
official tickets 
and in such a manner as not to de­ 
ceive voters.
